N.  B.  Since  the  commencement  of  this  Inftitulion  in  the  year 

29,253  poor  married  women  have  been  delivered,  and  re- 
ceived other  aflillance  from  the  Charity. 


TThIS  laudable  undertaking  has  met  with  the  patronage  and  fup- 
port  of  many  of  the  ndbility  and  gentry, — the  countenance  and 
encouragement  of  the  public, — and  has  been  made  the  happy  mean 
of  adminiflering  relief  and  comfort  to  many  truly  valuable  Mothers. 

The  prefent  age  is  not  more  difiingiiifhed  by  its  knowledge  and 
refinement,  than  by  its  attention  to  the  wants  of  mifery,  and  the 
cries  of  indigence  :  And  to  the  honor  of  the  Britijh  nation  be  it 
remembered,  that  there  is  fcarcely  a  calamity  incident  to  human 
nature  that  has  not  fome  charity,  public  or  private,  inftituted  for 
its  relief.  But  though  to  alleviate  the  diftreffes  of  any  of  our  fel- 
low-creatures is  an  a<5t  becoming  the  man,  the  citizen,  and  the 
chriftian,  yet  there  are  perfons,  whofe  wants  call  for  particular 
attention,  and  times  when  they  require  our  tendereft  care  and 
alliftance. 

.  If  iherebe  any  perfolis  irf  the  commilnity,  who  have  a  prior  right 
to  the  notice  of  a  charitable  public,  it  is  furely  the  poor, — fober, — 
iadiiiirious  married  women,  and  that  too  at  a  period,  when  they 
require  all  that  tlie  powers  of  art  can  do,  to  footh,  or  mitigate 
their  pains. 

Not  only  the  profling  neceffities  of  the  inferior  members  of  tlie 
community  call  upon  tliofe,  wJiom 'Providence  has  blefled  with 
atlluence,  but  the  good  of  the  commonwealth,  alfo  puts  in  a  pow- 
erful claim,  that  this,  ajad  flmilar  iaflitutions,  fliould  be  counte- 
nanced and  fupj)orted.  Kjothihg  is  fo  likely  to  promote  induftry 
and  population,  as  the  encouragement  of  matrimony,  and  nothing 
will  be  more  likely  to  encourage  it,  than  for  the  lower  orders  of 
the  people  toffee,  tliat  tKerieh  and  great  are  ready  and  willing  to 
contribute  towards  •  flreir^  happlncls  and'fiipport,  in  fo  hdnorable  a 
liate. 

It  is  not  the  de/ign  of  this  addrefs  to  attempt  to  recommend  the 
Bc7icvolcnt  Injlittition  by  cenfuriiig  or  condemning  other  charities; — 
the  Jiofpitals  for  tlie  reception  of  poor  women  in  the  hour  of  labour 
are  particularly  deferving  of  praife ;  yet  experience  convinces  tiiey 
can  afford  but  a  partial  relief  to  the  numerous  poor,  of  this  great 
metropolis,  and  its  vicinity  ;  for  there  are  thoufands  of  poor  mar- 
ried wom^n  In  "thefe  cities,  who  occafionally  want  charitable  alhil- 
ance  in  their  diflrefs,  but,  who  cannot  procure  admiflion  into  the 
hofpitals,  if  they  were  difpofed  to  folicit  it;  and  if  all,  who  might 
folicit,  could  be  admitted,  yetihe  very  circumftance  of  feparating 
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■women  from  their  hufbands  and  families,  muft  be  highly  difagree- 
able  and  inconvenient  to  the  parties;  for  not  to  infill  upon  the  fa(5t, 
that  a  poor  couple  have  as  much  tendernefs  for  each  other  as  thofe 
in  more  elevated  ftations  of  life,  yet  the  abfence  of  a  mother  from 
her  family  muff  create  great  confufion  and  diftrefs ;  for  though  a 
woman  during  the  time  of  fuch  indifpofition,  may  not  be  able  to  do 
much  in  her  family,  her  being  on  the  fpot  to  dire<5t  what  J^ould  he 
done,  will  be  greatly  conducive  to  regularity  and  good  order;  and 
render  unneceffary  the  fiiperintendence  of  the  hulband,  on  whofe 
labor  the  family  depending  entirely  for  fupport,  not  an  hour  of 
his  time  can  be  loft  without  an  eifential  injury.  Or  Ihould  he  have 
no  family,  his  wife  being  from  home,  he  may  be  induced,  to  fpend 
his  evenings  in  a  public  houfe,  where  he  may  form  connections 
which  may  ultimately  deftroy  his  own  happinefs,  bereave  his  wife 
of  a  once  affedionate  hufband,  and  rob  the  community  of  a  good 
and  ufefiil  member ;  while  on  the  other  hand,  the  huft>and  being 
an  eye-witnefs  to  the  forrows  of  his  wife,  all  the  finer  feelings  are 
awakened,  fhe  is  more  loved,  while  alTeftion  for  the  new-born 
offspring  Simulates  the  poor  artizan  to  frefh  elforts  of  induftry. 

The  defign,  therefore,  of  this  charity  is,  to  afford  to  poor  mar- 
ried women,  at  their  own  habitations,  the  affiftance  of  midwives, 
regularly  inftruCled  In  their  buljnefs,  and  all  neCeflary  medicines 
during  the  time  of  their  lying-in  ;  and  in  all  cafes  of  difficulty  and 
danger,  the  advice  and  affiftance  of  a  phyfician  and  man-midwife  ; 
which  as  it  may  be  done  comparatively  at  a  fmall  expence,  the 
promoters  of  this  Plan  wifh  to  recommend  it  .to  the  notice  and 
patronage  of  the  Public,  hoping  for  the  affiftance  of  the, liberal  in 
the  execution  of  a  fcheme  calculated  for  the  prefervation  of  life, 
the  relief  of  indigence,  the  honor  of  marriage,  tlie  encouragement 
of  population,  and  as  a  coufequence  of  all  thefe,  the  general  wel- 
fare of  fociety.
